Information as to the operation 
of relief camps In British Columbia 
under Federal control was furnished 
by the Province yesterday at 
meeting between Dominion a 
provincial officials. In the office of 
Hon. Q. 8. Pearson. British Colum¬ 
bia Minister of Labor. 

A Federal committee on unem¬ 
ployment relief, under R. A. Rigg. 
chief of the Employment Service 
of Canada, met Mr. Pearson, to¬ 
gether with Hon. F. M. MacPherson. 
E. W. Orlffiths. Arthur Dixon, and 
other provincial officials. 

No fresh representations were 
made to the investigating commit¬ 
tee at this time, Mr. Pearson said 
later. Instead, Information as to 
the number of men In camps, and 
other provincial data on the sub¬ 
ject were supplied. 

The Federal committee is con¬ 
ducting a national inquiry Into re¬ 
lief matters, and Is to report later 
t# Ottawa on the suggestion that re¬ 
lief camps be transferred from the 
Department of National Defence to 
the Federal Department of Labor. 
It was explained 

The visit of the Federal officials 
coincided with that of Hon. Ian 
Mackenzie, new Minister of Na¬ 
tional Defence, in the Cabinet of 
Rt. Hon. W. L. Mackenzie King, 
and led to a number of consultations 
here with branches of the Federal 
service, both military and civil. 

SINGLE MEN 

At the present time the Dominion 
is taking care of single able-bodied 
men who may be on relief, oper¬ 
ating a number of camps for the 
purpose. Between 4,000 and 6.000 
men have been enrolle at these 
camps in the last few years, the 
numbers fluctuating considerably a* 
seasonal work progresses or de¬ 
clines. 

Accompanied by J. H. McVety.

service, Mr. Rigg met stalls of Em¬

panied Nadeau on the fatal ride in' 
which $16,610 cf Banque Provinciate 
du Canada money was stolen; 
George Chenier, former employee 
of the bank, and Joseph Rochon. 
forty-two-year-old Ottawan. 

Lajoie'« statement named Armand 
Laroche, still sought on a murder 
charge, and a man named Martin 
(presumably Nathan Boverman. 
alias Martin, alleged by police to 
have fired three shots that fatally 
wounfied Nadeau. Martin is dead, 
shot by police in a Montreal apart¬ 
ment raid December 8). 

Besides Beausolell, Lajoie and 
Laroche, those named in the 
blanket murder charge, sworn 
December 10 after an Inquest, are 
OTHERS ACCUSED 
Rochon, Chenier, Lafleur, Lorenzo 
Telller. thirty-one, Hull; Juniel

Statements of Beausolell and La- 
Jrtr were read after' examination of 
Ludger Drapeau, twenty-four-year- 
old unemployed Montreal painter, 
who said Rochon had suggested the 
robbery of the bank car. that Telller. 
whom he knew as "Zoeo.’’ had ex¬ 
plained the plan to him and Arthur 
Oardin. -mb* Montreal, and that 
Chenier and Potvln were concerned 
in events that led to his Joining the 
plot from which he and Cardin 
subsequently withdrew. 

GIVEN VOLUNTARILY 
The statements were read to the 
court by Louis Jargaille, chief of 
Quebec detectives, who said they 
had been given voluntarily in the 
form of questions and answers. 

It was Beausolell. a fellow-em¬ 
ployee of Nadeau, whose statement 
declared It was given in the hope 
of avenging a friend and ’’to have 
the criminals punushed.’’ It ad¬ 
mitted its alleged author's participa¬ 
tion in a plan to steal 816.910 car¬ 
ried in the bank car and added: 
“I am very sorry for all that hap¬ 
pened."

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UNSOLVED PROBLEMS 


The Ottawa Journal says that grandiose 
schemes for debt conversion and a policy of vast 
expenditures for unemployment relief were given 
short shrift at the Dominion-Provincial Confer¬ 
ence. Those schemes were supported only by 
Ontario, Alberta and British Columbia. The whole 
Conference was chiefly notable for conclusions 
that were certainly In no way Impressive. Prac¬ 
tically everything done was tentative, even In the 
matter of the new allocation of the costs of un¬ 
employment relief, for the Dominion policy In this 
respect Is only to extend over the Winter months, 
Indicating a marking of time Instead of any In¬ 
tensive effort to end the problem. 

The decision of the Conference to secure for the 
Dominion the right to amend the British North 
America Act without reference to the United 
Kingdom Is simply a claim to a right that West¬ 
minster Is willing to grant immediately upon 
request. It Is a right possessed by Australia and 
the other Dominions and one that will come 
automatically to Canada whenever wanted- The 
chief problem Is to decide on what the amend¬ 
ments desired may be. The problem In this re¬ 
spect Is regarded as so difficult that no decision 
could be reached at the recent Conference. There 
la a committee to be appointed, the Inevitable 
way to gain time, and to lose It. Delegation of 
work to committee* Is a pastime of Governments 
In their desire to shelve the shouldering of re¬ 
sponsibilities. 

Another committee is to be a continuing class 
In the study of debt reduction, taxation, ta x ati on 
duplication and related problems. As yet there 
Is no decision tb appoint a loan council for the 
Dominion, a body to supervise provincial and 
municipal Indebtedness and a necessity if there 
Is to be any check on outlays. There Is no ques¬ 
tion of reducing the vast expenditure In the gov¬ 
ernment of some 11,000,000 people. Properly en¬ 
gineered, there could be reductions of some 615,- 
000,000 a year In the cost of administration, Just 
as there could be the same amount saved annu¬ 
ally by unification of control of the transconti¬ 
nental railway companies. If these two reforms 
were effected then the country could save 5150, 
000.000 annually and reduce Its tax bills propor¬ 
tionately. That would be the most substantial 
impetus that government could give to a return 
to prosperity. That outstanding aspect of relief 
for the people as a whole was assiduously avoided 
la the recent discussions at Ottawa.

Innocent and laudable as they are In them¬ 
selves, bear some relation to the event In the 
stable at Bethlehem, the connection 1s hardly 
close enough to be called self-evident, necessary, 
or axiomatic. 

The point to which these reflections lead Is that 
there Is a possibility of missing, and that In some 
ways we do miss, the Inner nature of the festival.

WHEAT OUTLOOK 


Canada's wheat business Is Improving, and up 
to a few weeks ago, for the current year, 73,000,000 
bushels were exported as compared with 61,000,- 
000 bushels last year. This Increase, however, only 
tells In part the bright side of the picture. There 
has been an accelerated movement In export dur¬ 
ing the past few weeks, which Is now at the rate 
of about 1.000,000 bushels a day. Moreover, the 
Importing countries are again coming to Canada 
for their supplies. They had deserted the Do¬ 
minion because wheat prices here were above 
world prices, a condition which meant the loss 
to this country of many old customers. Because 
of crop failures elsewhere and a readjustment 
of prices, the Canadian product Is again In high 
favor, and the prospects are better now than 
they have been for some years of getting rid of 
the accumulated carryover. Prices are ruling 
fairer than they have been for some time, car 
loadings are Increasing, there Is greater activity 
at the grain ports. The year Is winding up with 
an optimistic outlook for the Number One com¬ 
modity produced In this country.

JUDGING OTHERS 


There la a rising tide of political belief in the 
doctrine of party patronage. That Is probably due 
to the fact that there are so many Liberal Gov¬ 
ernments In the country. There Is an old and 
sarcastic, but nevertheless true, axiom, that when 
the Liberals are In power they forget their prin¬ 
ciples and when the Conservative are In power 
they forget their friends. The Implied conclusion 
of this axiom has also worked out In practice, for 
the Liberals never fail to remember their friends 
and the Conservatives almost Invariably stand 
true to their principles. Not only Is the Federal 
Government, but the present Governments of 
every Province In the Dominion are giving eel 
dences of party patronage not often surpassed 
In the country's history. 

The Minister to Washington and the High Com¬ 
missioner In London had to resign on the advent 
of the Liberal Government to power at Ottawa 
because they were laboring under the Insufferable 
handicap of having been appointed by a Conser¬ 
vative regime. The personnel of the Wheat Board 
has been changed, not because It was Inefficient 
In any way. but simply on account of It being 
composed of nominees of the former Government. 
The persons In charge of the administration of 
the Farmers' Creditors' Arrangement Act In Mani¬ 
toba have had to go to give place to good Liberals. 
All through the public service there Is evidence 
of "reform,” the feeling at Ottawa being that 
Liberals are the best functionaries. There Is a 
new and Intensified Illustration of official ac¬ 
knowledgment that thery Is no security of tenure 
In public employment. Work and wages In gov¬ 
ernmental circles are largely 1 dependent on the 
doctrine of party patronage. 

It Is the same In every Province. Even In Social 
Credit Alberta the motto Is that "to the victors 
belong the spoils of office.'' Premier Aberhart s 
supporters are the first beneficiaries of the "na¬ 
tional d ividend." They are being given Govern¬ 
ment Jobs right and left. In Ontario, too. hun¬ 
dreds are being displaced In the public service to' 
make way for the adherents of Premier Hepburn. 
There Is a General Post In progress throughbut 
the country, applying to all branches of the Civil 
Service, to say nothing of the almost countless 
committees and commissions which function as 
a part of our system of top-heavy government. 
The stream of party patronage Is In full spate. 
The public service Is being "reformed" from one 
end of the Dominion to the other.

Many fine and inspiring things have been said 
and sung concerning the significance of Christ¬ 
ina*.

It 
should be squally easy to tell why we celebrate 
Christmas and why we celebrate It in a certain 
maimer. It should at least be possible to lay down 
a few propositions concerning it which may be 
accepted by reflective people.

But they seem to be realis¬ 
ing at last that there can be no true 
liberty except liberty within the 
law, for It is because the law has 
not been enforced that It has degen¬ 
erated Into licence and the lives of 
law-abiding cltlsens—especially if 
they be citizens of eminence—are 
no longer safe and that many 
reputable persons are seeking 
sanctuary in countries where they 
may live their lives in peace and 
security.

In countries where democracies 
hare been banished and dictators 
are in supreme authority there are 
periodical “purges.** A “purge” may 
not necessarily mean death or the 
banishment of undesirable cltlaens. 
It may mean sweeping out of the 
path of the politicians of citizens 
who would be considered reputable 
In many other countries. Because 
of the sensational flight of the 
Lindbergh family the newspapers 
and responsible cltlaens of the 
United States are demanding that 
U» republic ah*U be "ported - of 
the evil elements which hsve 
brought s reproach upon the na¬ 
tion. Then Is supposed to be * law 
which U not so much In force as In 
suspension under the provisions of 
which undesirable aliens nuy be 
departed.

Coasting Craft 
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Pilots of Royal Air 
Force Planes Create 
Great FlyingRecord 

Total of Two and a Quarter Million Miles Flown 
in Exercinen Under Active Service Condi- 
lionet Without One Fatality 


Saving Four From the Sea 


LONDON. Dec. 27 -More hours 
were flown by the Royal Air Force 
Airplanes engaged in this year s air 
defence exercise than in that of 
any previous year. Official statistics 
supplied this morning show that in 
the course of thoee days and night* 
of Intensive mimic warfare last July 
flying hours aggregated 3.839 >4 
increase of thirty-seven per oent 
over hours recorded in 1934. At a 
conservative estimate the war planes 


pec ted to spend the longer time 
aloft, though this year the fighter 
squadrons also Increased flying 
times because they Were frequently 
kept on patrol for several hour* at 
a time, flying at reduced throttle 
opening, instead of waiting on the 
aerodrome for news of the invaders.

a given sector, keeping a sharp look

POINTS ABOUT THE CAUSE OF 
THE COMMON COLD 

The common cold Is so common 
that it la estimated that practically 
everybody 1ms a cold at least once 
a year. 

Some “colds" are due to foods to 
which the individuals are sensitive 
and they consist of a little sneering, 
a stuffiness in the nose and head for 

few hours, and then It passes 
away. 

Others have a cold that affects 
nose, throat and cheat, accompan¬ 
ied by a cough more or less severe, 
the symptoms lasting from two 
days to a week or more. 

It has been thought that the 
organisms causing the common cold 
were always present in the nose and 
throat and that a chill, damp 
weather, too much acid food eaten, 
lessened the resistance of the indi¬ 
vidual. and these organisms then 
became strong enough to cause the 
symptoms of the common cold. 
That this Is true of some individuals 
Is still the opinion of many phy 
slclans. but that normal healthy in¬ 
dividuals can be Infected by coming 
In contact with others who have 
colds has also been definitely 
proven. Thus, a ship touching 
port simply to discharge cargo has 
caused an epidemic of colds at that 
port within a day or two after Its 
departure. 

Dr. C. H. Browning, in the Glas 
gow Medical Journal, after making 
a survey of the research work done 
all over the world on the common 
cold, states In part that 

1. The common cold Is, at least 
In some cases, due to an organism 
which is-not always present in the 
nose and throat of the patient. This 
is proved by the outbreaks of epi¬ 
demics of colds In communities on 
the first visit of strangers after an 
interval of no communication. 

2. Evidence that an organism that 

can pass through the ordinary filter 
Is responsible for some colds is 
shown by the fact that filtrates 
from the lining of the- nose of a 
patient suffering from a oold can 
cause the symptoms of a cold when 
placed in the none of another 
human being, and also In a chim 
pansee. v . 

3. Climate Is not responsible for 
colds, but a sudden fall In tem¬ 
perature tends to be followed by an 
outbreak of colds likely due to the 
lowering of the resistance of the 
body.
